sion stations this week, Schle- 
singer rejected the argument 
that information from intelli- 
gence sources is not needed 
because photographs that U.S. 
sateUites take are sufficient _ 
Such an argument is “a dra- 
matic oversimplification,” he 
said. 

“Photographs, of course, can 
provide you with indications 
with respect to the growth of 
certain types of capabilities, 
but one must recognize that 
nobody has ever been able to 
photograph inijentions,” he
